I  will  check  with  my  folks  on  Monday  and  find  out  if  they  sent  the  year-end  Profiles  over  to  the  Online  Unit  for 
posting.  In  the  meantime,  see  attached  for  the  Citywide  Profile  through  12/31.  You  will  see  some  differences  in  some  of 
the  numbers  for  '16  as  compared  to  what  was  disseminated  at  the  Press  Conference.  Please  keep  in  mind  that  the 
attached  Profile  is  based  on  Date  of  Occurrence,  which  is  what  is  discussed  at  COMPSTAT  and  how  we  deploy  resources 
(when  the  crimes  actually  occurred).  UCR  stats  are  based  on  when  the  crimes  were  known  to  Law  Enforcement  (Date 
Reported),  regardless  of  when  or  what  year  the  crimes  occurred  in.  For  all  of  our  official  year  end  stats,  we  make  use  of 
the  UCR  Stats  for  all  prior  years,  since  they  are  locked  down  numbers  that  never  change.  These  are  the  numbers  that 
can  be  found  on  the  FBI.gov  web  site.  Since  the  UCR  stats  are  not  generated  until  later  on  this  year  for  2017,  we  use  the 
Date  of  Occurrence  numbers  for  2017  for  the  Press  Conference.
